Survivors .Saw Tit^inic Sink. 
"^Survivors In the lie-boats huddled 
iji the darkness at a safe distance 
from the stricken ship and saw her 
go down. 
to the scene on board 
when the liner struck, accounts dis- 
agree widely. Some maintain that a 
coroparatlvo calm 
prevailed, 
others

that there was a
